SEWER’S END. 


With the Aid of a Faithful Accomplice, Armed With Files, He Traversed a Narrow 
Tunnel and Bade Farewell to Prison Bars. 


The completion of the fine new penitentiary at 
Baltimore recalls many stories of the old) prison re- 
cently vacated. Of these the most interesting relate 
to two ingenious and daring escapes eflected by 
prisoners, 

One escape was that of the man knownas the French 
horse thief, The Frenchman wasa man of unusual 
dexterity and artistic ability. With a jJack-knife he 
would tashion beautiful carvings and with a brush

he was assigned to do odd jobs of repuiring about the 
penitentiary, and, in consequence he enjoved a number 
of privileges not cranted to other convicts, 

In those days the systems of prison government 
were very far from perfect Unaided by the electric 
alarms and locking devices which do half their wor 
to-day, the guards were compelled to rely for the suf 
keeping of their charges upon their ow: ttehfulness, 
At the Maryland Penitentiary what is known asthe 
checking system was in use. 


Every day, when work in the shops was at an end, 


each man received «a numbered chect nd this he 
carried with him to his cell when he was locked up for 
the night. So as soon as the “A ani fe ne was 
sounded, at 9 P. M., the guard on ench tier made a 
circuit of the cells and collected the checks The 
were then counted by the deput varden, and if thes 
corresponded in number with the number obtained

an actual count of the menin the morning, the guards 
took this fact as proof that every prisoner was secure 
within bis cell, 

The Frenchman studied the weak points of the 
system, From the laundry and carpenter shop, where 
he occasionally replaced broken window panes or did 
other small repairs, he stole bits of wax and putty. 
These he carried to his cell and concexuled in his 
bedding, 

With his fingers and a piece of broken knife blade as 
tools he modelled a wax and putty hand, the exact 
shape of hisown. The fingers of the model were bent 
forward as if grasping some small article, 

Next he made «a duplicate key for his cell door. This 
work occupied him some time, \t lust, however, he 
succeeded in filing the key so that it would throw the 
bolt of the door, 

One stormy night, after being locked in his cell he 
made a dummy with his prison clothes and the straw 
of his mattress, To one of the sleeves he fastened the 
hand he modelled, and in the bent fingers he placed 
his check, Then he leaned the dummy in the corner 
formed by the cell door and the wall, and tied the hand 
80 that the cheek protruded an inch beyond the bars, 
Of course it was dark in the cell, 

Then Frenchy, as he was called, softly unlocked the 
cell door, passed out, as softly locked it aguin, and 
The guard was downstairs 
atthe time, beginning to collect the nightly checks, 


clambered to the top tier. 


Before he reached the Frenchman's tier the latter had 
climbed through a skylight and was on the roof. 

Fhe guard came down the row of cells, grabbed the 
check from the hand of the dummy, as he had often 
grabbed it from Frenchy’s hand, counted the checks, 
found the required number, reported ‘‘All’s safe,”’ and 
went home, Frenchy's success so far had been 
com plete, 

From the roof he slid down by’a lightning rod to the 
prison yard, scaled the wall, dropped to the street on 


| the other side and was a free man. 


A little girl saw him drop from the wall, and gave the

cell again, 

The story of the other escape reads like @ romunce, 
hecause, as a matter of fact, itis almost identical with 
an episode in one of the best known romances in the 
world. John Burke, the prisoner, was a Jean Vaijean 
in reallife. Like the hero of Victor Hugo's story, he 


made his way to liberty under ground, through the | 


slime of a sewer, 

Burke had rend ‘Les Miserables’ over and = over 
ngain. With every part of the story he was thorough- 
ly familiar Ile was a young Englishman, newly ar- 
rived in the United States, and possessed far more than 
ordinary intelligence and education. 

Perhaps by accident, but more probably owing to 
criminal instinct, he fell in with a gang of safe robbers. 
With one of them he robbed a bank in Baltimore, and 
was arrested and sentenced to ten years in the peni- 
tentiary. This was in 1886, 

Burke, before taking to evil ways, had been a 
machinist, and soon after he donned the striped suit he 
was put to work asa blacksmith. His labors took him 
to all parts of the buildings and grounds, Within a 
short time he was familiar with every nook and corner 
of the place. 

Among the prisoners in the penitentiary at this time 
was a man named Lally, a petty thief. whose term had 
nearly expired. He was tinner of the institution,  Al- 
most daily he and Burke worked in company. They 
had abundant opportunity to discuss their plight and 
soon a sort of agreement for mutual aid sprung up be- 
tween them. 

Burke was easily the leader. Lally did as his friend 
told him in all matters, great and small. But where 
Burke had superior intelligence, Lally had greater 
determination\und perseverance,  Ilis friendship for 
Burke wus of the blind, disinterested kind, seldom met 
with except among animals and criminals, 

In course of time Lally’s day of release came, and he 
went forth trom the prison a free man, And then he 
set about obtaining the freedom of his friend. 

Burke, in the course of his work about the prison 
yard, had observed very closely the construction of the 
prison sewers, Victor Hlugo’s book apparently had 
impressed him with the possibilities of this means 
of escape, 

At that time the surface drainage from the buildings 
and vards of the penitentiary flowed in open gutters to 
the northeastern corner of the enclosure. There it was 

ollected in an open, bricked pit, about six feet in 
depth and three feet square at the top. In the western 
side of this pit, close to the bottom, was a round open 
ing, covered with a grating of about twenty stout iron 
rs, placed two inches apart. This opening was the 
mouth of the sewer which carried the prison drainage 
AWHY, 

\djoining the penitentiary yards is the yard of the 

Baltimore city jail 


Beyond the yard is a street, and 


eyvond the street lie the tracks of the Western Mary 
Railroad On the other side of the rnilroad is 
Falls, a sluggish, open stream, into which half 

f the sewers of Baltimore discharged their contents 


The stfeam is confined by stone walls. In most places 


there is a sort of narrow, muddy beach along their foot. 


The sewer from the penitentiary passed under the | 


jail yard, under the street and under the railroad tracks.

It joined the east wall of the stream ata point about five 
feet above the strip of beach. Throughout its length 
the sewer, which was circular in section, averaged about 
2) or3feet in diameter. Its length from the peni- 
tentiury to the outlet was about 600 feet. 

On the night of his release Lally, in accordance wit! 
instructions from Burke, made his way in the dark 
along the railroad tracks until he came to the outlet of 
the penitentiary sewer. In his pocket he carried a haif 
dozen files, 

Whether it was sheer ignorance or blind obedience to 
his master that caused him to venture to crawl up that 
two hundred yards of filth and slime may only be con- 
jectured. The sewer was an old one, caved in at 
different places, choked at others with the accumulated 
rubbish of years. Itwasa road to make most men 
hesitate, 

After crawling up the steady incline for what seemed 
to be ages his outstretched hand struck something hard 
Ile stopped and felt of it. It was the grating in the 
prison wall, Exhausted by his fatiguing climb and 
sickened by the foul air he lay for a while almost 
senseless, 

Soon, however, he aroused himself and with dogged 
perseverance began the real work of his mission. Upon 

| one of the Lars of the grating he labored until morning. 
As he drove the file steadily over the rusty iron he saw 
the groove it cut grow deeper and deeper. At last the 
file went through the bar and the cutting was done. 

Then Lally made his way back to the sewer mouth 
and as the dawn broke over the city he dropped to the 
bed of the falls and started for his home. The next 
night he came again and again the next night, and the 
next and the next. 

Various causes delayed him, and it was not until the 
expiration of several weeks that he succeeded in sever- 
ing enough bars to make an opening large enough for 
Burke to pass through. At times the physical ex- 
haustion following a night’s work in the sewer was so 
great that he was compelled to rest for a day or two. 
His limbs 
were cramped and bruised by the strained position he 
had to assume while at work. In the course of time, 
however, his labors came to an end, A half dozen bars 
were cut about an inch from their junction with the 
bottom stone. 


Ilis lungs were poisoned by sewer gas, 


When he came the next night he brought a good- 
sized bundle. It contained a suit of clothes and a few 
pieces of narrow white ribbon. The clothes he laid in 
a dry place some distance from the mouth of the 
sewer; the ribbons he took tothe grating in the wall, 
Near the top of two of the bars he loosely tied them, 
Then he bespattered them with dirty water, gathered 
up his files and crawled out of the sewer for the last 
time. His work was done. 

The next day Burke in passing through the yard saw 

| the ribbons fluttering limply in the current of uprising 

air. To all appearances they were bits of rags seined 
| by the grating from the drainage. Butto Burke they 
conveyed a message, and the message told him that 
freedom was within his grasp. 

For a day or two he could get no opportunity to go 
near the sewer. In time, however, his chance came. 
Ife was sent to make some repairs nearby, and, while 
the guard's attention was distracted, he dropped into 
the well. Grasping the severed bars one by one he 
forced their ends upward. 


As soon as the bars were bent, he slipped through the 

| opening into the sewer. Then he forced the bars down 

to their old position again, and covered the cuts in 
them with mud, 

Then he started down the sewer Through the refuse 
he made his way, sometimes on all fours, sometimes 
on hands and knees, and again almost flat on bis belly, 
More than once ne stopped in the pitchy darkness and 
rested, xlmost undecided to goon orreturn. He had 

not the animal-like persistence of Lally. 

Finally, after what seemed a day’s journey, he ar- 
rived at the svuot where Lally had placed the clothing, 
This was a comparatively dry place, and the garments 
were little soiled. Hurriedly Burke cast off his dirty 
striped garb and struggled into the other. In a three- 
foot sewer this was a rather difficult operation. When 
at last he was rid of the uniform of the lawless and

And then fear began to knock at his door 

The hour was about9 A. M. He knew that when he 
should drop from the mouth of the sewer a dozen ruil 
road men at work across the falls micht see him. They 


might become suspicious and summon the police 

Lally, it is true, had found no difficulty. But he hi 
entered and emerged at night. There were no lights in 
the vicinity, and after dark the sewer mouth could not 
be seen by a person standing on the retaining wall «i 
rectly above it. 
conspicuous. 

“I will wait until night,’’ suid Burke to himself, not 
once, but many times, but always the knowledge that 
the discovery of his absence would almost certainly 
lead to a search of the sewer, made him move nearer 
and nearer the mouth. At last he crouched just within 
the opening and looked out. 

In the Northern Centra! Railway yards, on the other 
side of the falls, a half dozen freight trains were being 
made up; brakemen, trackmen and other workmen 
ran up and down. They would not notice him leave 
the sewer; and if they did, would not give the matter a 
moment’s attention. 

He crawled to the edge and dropped to the muddy 
beach, five feet below. Then he walked with a slow 
and a careless gait to a point where he could climb up 
the wall to the street. When he gained the highway 
he increased his pace and was soon out of sight of the 
prison. An idler on one of the Lridges which spans the 
falls watched him lazily, thinking that he was a sewer 
workman, 

It was not until noon, the dinner hour, that his ab- 
sence was discovered by the guard. The Governor of 
Maryland offered a reward for Burke’s recapture, but 
he has never been caught. Lally was arrested a few 
days afterward, but later was released, and since then 
he has never been seen in Maryland.

“In comparing Corbett’s record as a fighter and 
champion with McCoy's, they will speak for them- 
selves, Corbett beat Sullivan in 1892 and has engaged 
in six battles during the last eleven years, winning two 
and Josing four. With such a record he has the nerve 
to tell the challenger to meet other good men, McCoy 
has done more fighting and beaten more men in one 
year’s time than Corbett has during his whole cureer, 

“Asa futher inducement to him McCoy will agree to 
put him out in twenty rounds, or, in other words, if 
Corbett is on his feet at the end of twenty rounds, he 
wins, the money to be divided 75 per cent. to the winner 
and 25 per cent. tothe loser, If, as Corbett says, there 
is nothing in fighting for him but the championship 
title, McCoy will bet him $10,000 that he will not be on 
his feet at the end of twenty rounds, 

“Corbett states he will hound Jeffries until he makes 
his promise to fight him good. I will make the same 
statement now. MeCoy will hound Corbett and force 
him to make the promise he guve to McCoy to fight 
him again as long as he keeps talking fight through

After engaging in a variety of occupations 
diverting to the mind, perhaps, but not particularly 
protitable, “Kid” Parker, the Denver pugilist, has 
joined the ranks of physical culturists and is trying his 
“system”’’ and what Otto Floto calls the “hay diet”’ 
upon a@ class of disciples in ’Frisco, 
which I received the other day, the Denver ex-fighter 
Says: 

**Now, my friend, I will be concise What T want is 
your assistance and influence, through the columns of 
your paper, to help me put my system of ‘The Phil- 
osophy of New Life’ before the public. 

“T myself am a living example of what it will do for 
aman, Six months ago I wasa physical and mental 
wreck on the verge of nervous prostration, but fortu- 
nately for me, I got light, hope, faith in the form of 
beneficial effects derived from nature’s simple remedies, 
such assunshine, pure air, natural breathing, systematic 
exercise, proper diet, proper bathing, and last, but not 
least, the wonderful power of mind over matter.” 

The theory as outlined by Parker is all right, but 
somehow the title of his treatment “‘The Philosophy of 
New Life,” reminds me of the familiar ‘‘ads”’ calling 
attention to the errors and indiscretions of youth and 
advising readers to make an early call upon “Old 
Doctor G.”” To be convincing Parker ought to accom- 
pany his notice with one of ‘Dr. ——-—— Favorite

So many old “geezers” are’ getting back 
into the ring nowadays that it would hardly surprise 
anybody to have John L. Sullivan fling down the 
gauntlet to the heavy weight brigade and post a forfeit 
to meet Jeffries for the championship. Every big 
fighter who has a blank check in these busy times feels 
itincumbent upon him to fill it out in five figures and 
post it with a challenge to fight somebody, and it is the 
heroes of a past generation who seem to be most 
afflicted with the habit. Look at Sharkey. Itis only a 
short while ago that he said he had listened to papa’s 
advice and reache the conclusion that the profession 
of prizefighting not being a particularly elevating one 
he was through with it, but recently he heard about 
Jack Munroe doing some awful things to Jim Jeffries 
and he straightway concluded to get into the game 
again. Then Corbett came along and in all earnest- 
ness sought a match with Jeffries; Sharkey challenged 
Corbett; McCoy followed suit with his check for $10,000; 
Ruhlin also sought the glimmer of the limelight but 
modestly forebore to ask for a million dollar side bet. 

After Corbett was beaten by Jeffries he was satisfied 
to resta while. Ile wanted a return match, but was 
wiiling to let his conqueror fight anybody else first. He 
did not post money and demand a fight before the 
other big men. 

As for McCoy and Ruhlin, they have little right to 
look fora fight with the ex-champion, In the first 
place, that affair between McCoy and Corbett in 
Madison Square Gurden a few years ago has not been 
forgotten, and the public would never stand for them 
coming together again. As to his side bet of $10,000 it 
is hardly possible that any man would be so foolish as 
to risk that much on the “Kid” against Corbett. 

The hand of time has not dealt as gently with John L. 
as it has with some of the others mentioned. His hair 
is Whitened with the hoar frost of age, and his paunch 
resembles the back of a hack, but he might offer the 
contention that he has “one fight left,”’ and if he made 
a play at Jet? a lot of his old-time followers would cheer 
him on with the “daffy” opinion that he still had it in 
him to win.

Senator Dave Nelson, who recently took his 
seutin the Missouri Legislature, bas, as [ predicted, be- 
gun to agitate a more liberal construction of the laws 
xoverning boxing, and his first step in an effort to 
purify the game in his State is to prohibit Chicago 
lighters from engaging in any bouts in Missouri. 

Nelson was formerly the official announcer at 
West End Boxing Club and is well known about 
race tracks. Heclaimsthat the Chicago fighters 
“crooked” and that they should be barred from 
State of Missouri. 

“I know how crooked these Chicagoans are,’ says 
Nelson, 

“My boxing bill is being rapidly drawn up, and its 
leading feature will be the scratching of Chicago fight- 
ers for set-tos here, or any place in the State. 

‘*My measure is being patterned after the famous old 
Horton bill, so popularin New York.” 

My suggestion to Senator Nelson would be to wait until 
Senator Frawley’s bill, now under consideration in the 
New York State Legislature, becomes a law, and then 
embody in his measure the features of what promises to 
be the most liberal and satisfactory boxing measure tha 
was ever introduced. I have great confidence in the 
future of boxing under the Frawley law, and would 
advise all promoters and others who are interested in 
securing legislation in favor of the sport, to obtain 
copies of the law for use in framing local bills,

While Jack Munroe, the Butte miner, 
who won adecision over Jeffries, continues to be the 
lion of the hour and is thereby enabled to add to his 
bwnkroll by reason of an unexplainable desire on the 
part of the public to see him in boxing exhibitions, it is 
obviously a fact that he is not adding anything to his 
store of pugilistic knowledge that will prove an asset 
when he comes to face Tom Sharkey or any of the 
others in ring battles of a diflerent sort from what he is 
now engaged in with his sparring partner.

If Kid’? McCoy isn’t quite a factor in heavyweight 
championship affairs he has certainly succeeded in 
making the general public believe he is, and to a fighter 
whose income is augmented by the terms he is able to 
demand on the strength of his prestige and drawing 
capacity it is certainly a valuable asset to pose as a 
championship possibility while there is no reasonable 
excuse for his doing so. But in this age of pugilistic

pin heads, the wily “Kid” stands pre-eminently head 
and shoulders over his ring contemporuries. Ile is the 
very embodiment of wisdom, and what he doesn’t 
know about matchmaking, fighting and all the little 
and big things, too, for that matter, appertaining to the 
ring wouldn't fil much of a book. 

McCoy’s right nume is Normiuin 
use this cognomen except ut rare intervals when he ts 
engaged in the amorous pursuit of new partner to 
shure his joys and sorrows, As the “Kid” has only 
essayed the role of bridegroom on seven or eight dif- 
ferent occasions it is not difficult the 
emburrassment he experiences when he is addressed by 
the title of Mr, Selby. 

Every public character hus bis or her peculiarities, 
and the “Kid's” is that of getting married. Alter that 
we must deal with him as a puygilist, and certainly 
nobody engaged in the occupation of fighting is more 
rightfully entitled to recognition than the young In- 
dianian, Reared ina home of luxury amidst religious 
environments, his father a minister of the gospel and 
his mother a woman of refined sensibilities, prize fight- 
ing would seem to be the very antithesis of the profes- 
sions such a young man would be expected to adopt. 

It was somewhere about 1893, when he was twenty 
years old, that McCoy became interested in the doings 
of the pugilists. The barber shop in his native town 
always Kept the Ponick GAZETTE on file, and the 
contents of each week’s issue was eagerly devoured by 
the youngster who was fated in after years to enjoy a 
world-famous reputation as Kid’? McCoy. 

Just about this time the papers were full of the de- 
tails of the forthcoming fight between Jim Corbett and 
Charley Mitchell. Jacksonville, Fla., where the mill 
was scheduled to take place, was a long way from In- 
diana, but with all the enthusiasm of youth young 
Selby determined to be at the ring side. 

He had made up his mind to reach Jacksonville in 
time for the fight and he was there, but the details of 
that trip he recites with anything but glee. and [ opine 
it was one of the most memorable of his many adven- 
tures in beating railroads, 

There was no more interested spectator of the Corbett 
and Mitchell fight than this same Selby, who in alter 
years as *Kid’’ McCoy was destined to be featured in 
the “Police Gazette Annual” as one of the ring heroes 
of the decade. He determined then and there to be a 
pugilist, and with Jack Grace, another fighter with 
propensities for roving, as a sparring partner, they 
travelled about from place fighting “barneys.”

At spasmodic intervals “ Kid” McCoy in- 
dulges ina period of puyilistic activity. At these times 
he makes his challenges general und excepts no one in 
Lis apparent eflort to get matches, Just at present he 
is his annual campaign and for the next few 
months McCoy will be very busy keeping the ring en- 
gugements he has contracted for. These include 
matches with all the second and third class men he 
could induce to meet him, but incidentally, he is mak- 
ing a feature of an alleged desire to fight Jim Corbett. 
It is ob vious that he wants no part of Jeffries, believing 
the latter's size, weight and giant strength too great a 
handicap for him to go against. But after his ex- 
perience in Madison Square Garden a few years ago 
with Corbett, he has a legitumute excuse for believing 
that he has a chance to beat the latter and is directing 
all his energies toward getting another match with 
him, The following letter written by McCoy's manager, 
George Grant, tells why McCoy thinks he 1s entitled to 
another Lattle with Corbett and what measures he will 
take to induce the ex-champion to enter the ring. 

“In comparing Corbett’s record as a fighter and 
champion with McCoy's, they will speak for them- 
selves, Corbett beat Sullivan in 1892 and has engaged 
in six battles during the last eleven years, winning two 
and losing four. With such a record he has the nerve 
to tell the challenger to meet other good men. McCoy 
has done more fighting and beaten more men in one 
year’s tite than Corbett has during his whole cureer. 

“Asa futher inducement to him McCoy will agree to 
put him out in twenty rounds, or, in other words, if 
Corbett is on his feet at the end of twenty rounds, he 
wins, the money to be divided 75 per cent. to the winner 
and 2% per cent. tothe loser. If, as Corbett suys, there 
is nothing in fighting for him but the championship 
title, McCoy will bet him $10,000 that he will not be on 
his feet at the end of twenty rounds, 

“Corbett states be will hound Jeffries until he 
his promise to fight him good. I willmake the same 
statement now. McCoy will hound Corbett and force 
him to make the promise he gave to McCoy to fight 
him again as long as he keeps talking fight through 
the newspupers,”’ 

Itis a significant fact that since McCoy presented 
the above ultimatum, Corbett hasn’t said as 
about fighting as he formerly did.

It would establish a State Athletic Commission, con- 
sisting of three members, to be uppointed by the Gov- 
ernor, to hold office for years, No tvo of the 
menibers should the same athletic club, and 
two should reside in the First and Second Judicial Dis 
tricts. They would receive no compensation for their 
services, but would be paid their necessary traveling 
expenses,

They could appoint a secretary, who, in addition to 
keeping the records of the commission, would have the 
power under the direction of the commussion to issue 
subpeenas for witnesses and administer oaths. The 
total annual expense of the commission should not 
exceed $5,000, to be met by a tax of 5 per cent. of the 
gross receipts of every ussociation or corporation from 
every boxing or sparring exhibition held within the 
State. Thistax is to be paid to the State Controller. 
Every corporation or association desiring a license to 
conduct boxing or sparring exhibitions must give a 
good and suflicient bond to the Controller to abide by 
all the provisions of the law. If such corporation or 
association be an amateur athletic association, it must 
be incorporated under the rules of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union. The principal provision of the bill is as 
follows: 

Every license issued by such commission shall pr 
vide that for all contests in boxing or sparring held

The theory as outlined by Parker is all right, but 
somehow the title of his treatment “The Philosophy of 
New Life,”’ reminds me of the familiar ‘“‘ads”’ calling 
attention to the errors and indiscretions of youth and 
advising readers to make an early call upon “Old 
Doctor G.”” To be convincing Parker ought to accom- 


pany his notice with one of “Dr, ———— Favorite 
Prescriptions,” or a bottle of “Lydia Pinkham’s 
Compound.”

So many old “geezers” are getting back 
into the ring nowadays that it would hardly surprise 
anybody to have John L. Sullivan fling down the 
gauntlet to the heavy weight brigade and post a forfeit 
to meet Jeffries for the championship.

After Corbett was beaten by Jeffries he was satisfied 
to resta while. Ile wanted a return match, but was 
wiiling to let his conqueror fight anybody else first. He 
did not post money and demand a fight before the 
other big men. 

As for McCoy and Ruhlin, they have little right to 
look fora fight with the ex-champion. In the first 
place, that affair between McCoy and Corbett in 
Madison Square Garden a few years ago has not been 
forgotten, and the public would never stand for them 
coming together again.

Senator Dave Nelson, who recently took his 
seutin the Missouri Legislature, has, as 1 predicted, be- 
sun to agitate a more liberal construction of the laws 
gxoverning boxing, and his first step in an effort to 
purify the game in his State is to prohibit Chicago 
fighters from engaging in any bouts in Missouri. 

Nelson was formerly the official announcer at the 
West End Boxing Club and is well known about the 
race tracks. Heclaims that the Chicago fighters are 
“crooked”’ and that they should be barred from the 
State of Missouri. 

“I know how crooked these Chicagoans are,” says 
Nelson, 

“My boxing bill is being rapidly drawn up, and its 
leading feature will be the scratching of Chicago fight- 
ers for set-tos here, or any place in the State. 

“My measure is being patterned after the famous old 
Hforton bill, so popular in New York.” 

My suggestion to Senator Nelson would be to wait until 
Senator Frawley’s bill, now under consideration in the 
New York State Legislature, becomes a law, and then 
embody in his measure the features of what promises to 
be the most liberal and satisfactory boxing measure tha 
was ever introduced, I have great confidence in the 
future of boxing under the Frawley law, and would 
tudvise all promoters and others who are interested in 
securing legislation in favor of the sport, to obtain 
copies of the law for use in framing local bills.

While Jack Munroe, the Butte miner,

AND HIS EARLY STRUGGLES 


IN THE RING 


How He Became a Pugilist After Seeing 
Corbett and Mitchell Fight.

If “Kid” McCoy isn't quite a factor in heavyweight 
championship affairs he has certainly succeeded in
